TutUc, Hngerman. and 
Clover crcelt school districts had 
voted on thn proposed school merger, 
llnnerman and Clover creek voters 
were overwhelmingly In favor of tlie 
merger, but the voters of Bliss and 
Tuttle eipres.ned their disfavor of 
£lie proposal Juit as strongly. 

Forrell Chrlstophcrson and Martin

For It w.T^ General Marshall who asked 
Governor Dewey to cancel a projected .ipecch 
In which the Republican nominee wa.i about 
to disclose that his opponent's government 
had cracked the Japanese code before Pearl 
Harbor. Mr. Dewey compiled with the chief, 
of stal/'s request when ]t was made clear 
to him thaf^the Japanese were still u.ilng 
the same code and that our military Intel- 
ligence was receiving valuable Information 
on enemy movements from It, 

Now General Mar.ihall. as secretary of 
fltate, has once again made a proposal to halt 
poHtlci at the water's edge. And again Gov- 
ernor Dewey Is co-opcratlng. The secretary 
has invited John Fo.itcr Dulles, who might 
head the state department If Mr. Dewey is 
elected, to Join the .American delegation at 
the U. N. general assembly meeting in Paris 
In September, and to meet with Mr. Marshall 
to discuss that assignment beforehand. 

In 1044 our foreign policy was chiefly con- 
cerned, of course, with the defeat of two 
enemy powers in world conflict, and with the 
integration of our efforts with those of our 
allies to achieve that end. Military security 
and the nation's undivided prosecution of the 
war wero paramount. And though the 1044 
campaign was as bitter as most campaigns 
are, it proceeded without seriously impcdlne; 
our progress toward victory. 

This year, the United States Is not expend- 
ing Its blood and treasure to 'pre.<ierve Its 
national existence. The nation 1,^ at peace, 
but the peace Is an uneasy one. We arc again 
fighting against a threat to freedom by a 
totalitarian power. But this time our wea- 
pons are diplomatic, not military. 
■ For this reason It is more difficult to pro- 
serve a bipartisan foreign polity In 1048, than 
It was m 1044. No- responsible person In 
politics four years ago would have denied that 
this country was committed to tight through 
to victory, or would have suggested that It 
stop sjiort of that goal. 

But" today- there are thoso— conservative 
Republicans and radical former Democrats — 
who would have us abandon free, nations to 
a threatened loss of freedom. Even though 
our bipartisan government Is committed to 
aid those nations that are still free, there arc 
those who would havn us renego on the 
commitment by sinuous and cynical dodges. 

Against tULi background of possibility, it 
la encouraging to sec that Mr. Marshall, as 
the President's chief aide, in foreign affairs, 
and Mr. Dulles, as Govcniqr Dewey's chief 
advisor in the same field, hre to work to- 
gether at a level above the coming months' 
political turmoil. ^ 

It Is as importarit now as It was'four years 
ago that our basic fbrolgn policy should not 
be torn apart by domestic politics. For to- 
day this nation and every other nation are 
like' families living In an apartment house 
■with thin walls. Our domestic squabbles 
Intrude upon our neighbors' lives. And if 
they become too violent they seriously affect 
our prestige and the whole pattern of the 
world community's behavior. Ru.ssla's family 
troubles are recent and convincing proof of 
that. 

Bo let us hope tt^at the example set by 
Secretary Marshall and Mr. Dulles may serve 
as a bipartisan pattern between now and 
November. Few holds will be barred In the 
major parties' quest for domestic victory. 
But for the sake of peace and our own power 
and dignity, let us hbpe that all concerned 
win confine the fight to limits that will not 
afford comfort to our enemies or cost us the 
faith and support of our friends.

But Dcwcy^ 
hosllUiy to the ancient privacy r.o 
Ions Runrantced the colored folks 
down i.outh wns even moro wicked 
tlinn Truman's. 

Tlie only escape thereafter would 
bo a policy of non-cntorcement 
like that which made prohibition 
downright pleasant nnd often prof- 
itable.
